Fort Costs Japs 1,000 Men. 
The Japanese. logses during the day and 
night were about 1,000 killed or wounded.

ARMY THAT CAPTURED PORT 
ARTHUR TO BE HONORED. 


Tokio Celebrates the Victory and the 
End of the Siége with Flag and Lan- 
tern and the Whole City. 
Joins in the General Jubilee—Sharp 
Criticism Leveled at Gen. Stoessel 
Because He Destroyed His Ships 
and Arsenals. 


TOKIO, Jan. 3—It is expected that the diet 
will now take a recess and hold a special ses-. 
sion for the purpose of passing a.vote of 
thanks to Gen. Nogi and the men of the Third 
army. 

A great lantern procession in celebration 
of the surrender of Port Arthur is being held 
tonight and the city is splendidly illuminated. 
Thousands of men carrying flags and ian- 
terns are marching the streets and visiting 
and cheering the various departments of the 
government. 


Sharp Oriticism for Stoessel. 

Gen. Stoessel is being sharply criticised for 
destroying the Russian warships, attempting 
to choke the entrance to the harbor of Port 
Arthur, and dispatching the torpedo boat de- 
stroyers to Chefoo subsequent to his offer to 
surrender the fortress. 

The Nichi Nichi says that while Gen. Stoes- 
sel made a gallant defense, his action in 
blowing up the ships after he had offered to 
surrender leaves a lasting blemish upon his 
military reputation. His action indicates a 
want of sincerity and leaves no room for an 
extension of treatment of him commensurate 
with the reputation won by the mary and 
gallantry of his defense. 

The Nichi Nichi contrasts the action of the 
emperor in directing that full military honors 
be paid with that of Gen. Stoessel and char- 
acterizes Gen. Stoessel’s action 4s mean and 
unlawful. 

Naval Officers Justify Stoessel. 

Comment in naval circles here upon Gen. 

Stoessel’s action in destroying the Russian 
warships and attempting to choke the en- 
trance to the harbor of Port Arthur is direct- 
ly opposite to the opinions expressed in the 
Jiji Shimpo and the Nichi Nichi. A member 
of the naval staff said today that if he had 
been in Gen. Stoessel’s place he would proba- 
bly have been compelled to act in a similar 
manner, and, further, that if Gen. Stoessel 
had been a Japanese he would probably have 
committed suicide, after dispatching the de- 
stroyers and blowing up the ships remaining 
in port. 
Distant observation of the sunken warships 
at Port Arthur gives no idea of the condition 
of the battleship Sevastopol, which has evi- 
dently been towed off the beach and sunk in 
deep water. The warships previously sunk 
in the harbor have apparently been mined 
and torpedoed from the exterior. 

Expert opinion upon the condition of these 
ships varies upon the question of their salva- 
bility, which will be determinable only by 
examination. 

Diplomats Talk of Peace. 

Some of the foreign diplomats here be- 
lieve that there will be an early renewal of 
efforts looking to the securing of peace. Out- 
wardly the Japanese government gives no 
indications of its desires in that direction, 
but it is known that it is prepared to discuss 
the question and to make terms which are 
characterized as reasonable. | 

Those who predict a movement for peace 
declare that the Japanese emperor’s com- 
mendation of Gen. Stoessel and the deter- 
mination of the Japanese to give honorable 
terms to the surrendered garrison will soften 
the blow to Russia and create an opening 
for’ the discussion of the question of peace.

Torpedo Boats Are of 
Little Use in War. — 


HEAVY GUNS ALONE WIN: 


Surprise at Port Arthur on Feb 
9 Is Not Regarded asa 
Fair Test. 


Washington, D. C.,- Jan. $.—[ Special. 

‘Battleships alone will give a nation com- 
mand of the sea. Torpedo boats are prac- 
tically useless, either in a blockade or in bat- 
tles at sea. 
- These are the conclusions of ‘the general 
board of the navy, of which Admiral Dewey 
is president,-in a review of the naval opera- 
tions of the Russo-Japanese war. 

The board déeclares that Port Arthur might 
have been captured.months ago and that 
thousands of lives and millions in money 
might have been saved had Japan possessed 
twelve battleships at the beginning of mm 
war instead of only six. 

This official report on the seuereiniannts of 
the Russian and Japanese navies is made at 
»the present time in an effort to correct the 
impression which has gained some credence 
in this country to the effect .that the value 
of the battleship has been discredited by. the 
war in the far east and that an undue value 
has ‘aes attached to cruisers and torpedo 


Single Blow for the Torpedo. 
After commenting on the superb condition 
and efficiency of the Japanese fleet, the re- 
port says: 

“In the brisk inauguration of hostilities 
by the Japanese torpedo boat flotilla dur- 
‘ing the night of Feb. 9, they did undoubtedly 
deliver a telling blow. by. disabling three 
Russian battleships. The temporary crip- 
pling of that force affected the conduct of 
operations, not only during the beginning 
but throughout the entire first phase 
the war; the Japanése having by 
won the mastery of the sed, were able to 
land troops at the Yalu and later at New- 
the Corean peninsula. 

“ This. mastery was due to their naties 
the preponderating force of battleships, 
‘which alone enabled them to blockade the 
Russian fleet. No more eloquent tribute to 
the preéminent value of battleships is to be 
found than this one circumstance that the 
small margin of superiority thus obtained 
saved the army hundreds of miles of pre- 
carious and weary land ‘transport of men 
and supplies, enabling them to strike swiftly, 
hard, and continuously upon a weaker en- 
emy before he could be reinforced. 


Feb. 9 Surprise Not a Test. 


“On the other hand, if, under norma! con- 
ditions, battleships can be destroyed or seri- 
‘ously damaged by unsupported torpedo 
boats, their value is seriously compromised. 
This, however, does not appear to be the case. 
The action of Feb. 9 was a surprise far 
excelling the usual elements of a surprise 
attack; the Russian fleet, fourteen vesgeis in 
all, were anchored close together in the outer 
funnel shaped roadstead, without suspicion 
of impending hostilities, not a patrol boat 
being out, and the crews peacefully sleeping 
‘in their usual berths. Three Japanese de- 
stroyer flotilias [twelve vessels] approached 
with lights burning, and being mistaken [as 
intended] for Russian boats returning, were 
allowed to approach close to the huddled 
fleet. Then, with .a smooth sea, at close 
range, hardly disturbed by a single shot in 
‘return or flash of searchlight, with all the 
conditions of easy target practice, not less 
than twenty-four torpedoes [and probably 
more] were discharged, of which three took 
effect. 

“The results were undoubtedly mo- 
mentous, but it would be a hardy logician 
who could deduce from that incident the 
comforting thought that little torpedo craft 
has displaced the battleship, or even mate- 
rially diminished its prestige. Although the 
Russian de yers in Port Arthur numbered 
twenty-fouf, or eight more than all in the 
United States navy, not one has scored a 
hit so far during the war. 


Other Torpedo Attacks Fail. 


** Scores of other torpedo attacks have been 
delivered by the Japanese, but nearly all 
met with complete lack of success, although 
made as usual under the cover of darkness 
and against an enemy at anchor, and whose 
position was known. 

“On one occasion, after a soul-stirring 
night, that of Jure 23, the Russian ships 
being in the outer roadstead, twelve torpe- 
does were picked up in the morning, having 
missed their marks and having their mechan- 
ism apparently set to float at the end of the 
run instead of to sink, as is customary, in 
the evident hope that they might find a tar- 
get while drifting about! How many others 
were sped during that strenuous night and 
sank or drifted away in the tide will prob- 
ably never be known. 

“In a few other cases hits were scored 
which laid the victims up for a few days, 
after which they returned to service. 


Sevastopol Not a Test. 

But the fact remains that not a Russian 
has been sunk by a torpedo until just re- 
cently, when the Sevastopol succumbed to 
the incessant attack, being compelled to lie 
helplessly anchored outside of the harbor 
entirely exposed and with many of its guns 
landed to aid in the shore defenses. The 
Sevastopol was a stationary target day and 
night for two weeks, and a probably low 
estimate of the number of torpedoes fired 
against it would be 150. 


Torpedoes Useless in Daytime. 

“The Japanesé suffered severely in the 
attacks, and lost two destroyers and some 
of the smaller torpedo boats. The weather, 
while severe upon the boats’ crews, was evi- 
dently favorable for torpedo work, as the 
reports refer to snow, rain, sleet, and the 
elements generally being bad. 

‘* Day attacks by torpedo boats have never 
been regarded as worthattempting. Several 
incidents of this war have been illustrative 
of. their impotence in daylight. ‘he first 
was when the Variag came out of Chemulpo 
to face the Japanese squadron. Nota single 
torpedo boat was permitted to enter the field 
of action. 

“Again, during and following the fleet 
action of Aug. 10, although there were pres- 
ent eight Russian destroyers and at least 
fifteen Japanese destroyers and many tor- 
pedo boats, not a torpedo reached its mark— 
if, indeed, any were discharged. None dared 
to approach within torpedo range during 
daylight. 

“The same is true of the action of Aug. 14 
between the Viadivostek armored cruisers 
and Admiral Kamimura’sfieet. The ill fated 

‘Rurik was crushed by gun fire alone, and 
the torpedo boats effected nothing against 
the Rossia and Gromobol, which escaped to 
Vladivostok, although badly damaged by 
gunfire. 

“So far as actions on the open sea a.a 
concerned, it may be said that in none have 
the. results been influenced in any way by 
the presence of the torpedo boat or the boat 
destroyer.

‘Vote to Strike Is Prompt, | 

Business Agent John G., Redden of the 
sheet metal workers promptly called.a con 
Terence of the executive board of the union. 
‘The discussion was Short and the word was 
sent back to the superintendents in Armour’s 
and Morris* plants that the réduction would 
not be accepted. The strike was declared 
shortly afterwards. 

In both the Armour and Morris plants 
‘girls are employed to paint and paste labels 
on cans. Unless the companies find other 
canmakers to take ‘the places of those who 
struck, these girl employés may find no work 
to do. Libby, McNeill & Libby, who employ 
more canners than any other fir at the 
stockyards, are not affected by the strike. 

Representatives of Armour & Co. and Mor- 
ris & Co. said last night the number of men 
who had struck was less than 400. susiness 
Agent Redden of the union placed the num- 
ber at 600. 

The canmakers were among the men who 
struck last summer in sympathy with the 
butcher workmen. From that struggle, it is 
said, the organization emerged in better 
financial condition than did the majority of 
the unions involved. 

Printers Start Big Fund. 

Printers all over the United. States began 
making contributions yesterday toward the 
great fund with which it is proposed to carry 
on a campaign néxt year for‘an eight hour 
day in all printing shops outside of the news- 
paper offices. It is hoped that $150,000 will 
be raised for the purpose by the first of next 
year. 

By the decision of the International Typo- 
graphical union each membér will be as- 
sessed one-half of 1 per cent of all the money 
he earns during the ensuing twelve months. 
The total sum collected in this manner will 
be set aside exclusively for use in the event 
of strikes or lockouts contingent upon the 
printers’ demands, .. 

The creation of-the fund is.one of the most 
important financial undertakings ever as- 
sumed by a labor organization. Notices were 
sent to the local unions that the first assess- 
ment is due and calling attention to the 
heavy penalties attached to delinquency.

DECLARES LIFES RESULT 
NOT OF DIVINE FORCE ONLY. 


Prof. A. P. Mathews Tells University 
Class It Comes from Physical and 
Chemical Powers. 


That life is the result of purely physical 


and chemical forces, irrespective of any di- 


vine or vital force, was declared yesterday 
by Prof. Albert P. Mathews of the University 
of Chicago to his class In physiological chem- 
istry. While refusing to dispute the theory 
of the divine origin of life, Prof. Mathews 
took the stand that the present creation of 
life has been proved the result of purely | 
physico-chemical reactions. 

“Certain chemical substances,” he said, 
“coming together under certain conditions 
do and are bound to produce life, no-matter 
what theologians may say. There is no get- 
ting away from facts, and the results of 
laboratory experiments in regard to the pro- 
duction of certain phenomena of life are con- 
vincing.”” 

Prof. Mathews.predicted it is on!s a ratter 
of time before life itself will be produced in 


‘the laboratory 


“There is tiot a doubt in my mind,” he 
said; “ that in a comparatively short time, in 


physiological chemistry, we shall be able 
to create life*in the laboratory. Different 
phenomena of life already .have been pro- 
duced. It only remains to be able to create 
all the phenomena together. . The, necessity 
of the vital spirit.of force in the creation of 
life I do not believe in.”

They are re- 
quired to present a most detailed report of 
their resources and their general condition 
whenever required to do so by the controller 


It is within the province of an unassum- 
ing young man from Tilinois, William Bar- 
rett Ridgely, controller of the currency, to 
close the First National bank of Chicago 
or the National City bank of New York, or 
any other rock rooted financial institution 
on a minute’s notice. Yet no national bank 
has ever yet had cause to complain that its 
business secrets were being divulged or that 
federal supervision was arbitrary or unfair, 
or that it restricted the banks in any way 
in the general conduct of their business. 
Banking is permitted under state laws, and 
yet the great majority of the successful 
financial inetitutions of the country are to- 
day acting under national charters.

He would re- 
quire detailed reports, so that the bureau of

Then mel- 
ancholic and kleptomaniac women might 
be more successful in resisting the impulses 
which urge them into crime. 


PORT ARTHUR AND PEACE. 

_After the fall of Sevastopol Russia was 
anxious to make peace. She discovered that 
she had overrated her military strength and 
resources, and welcomed peace because it 
gave heran oppSrtunity to recuperate. Why 
‘should not the Russian government be equal- 
ly willing to put an end to the war now that 
Port Arthur has fallen? The government 
has discovered that it overestimated Russian 
strength at the remotest extremity of the 
empire, as compared’ with that of Japan. 
Troublesome domestic problems confront it 
which did not exist half a century ago. To 
deal with them wisely and to prevent an ex- 
plosion is a matter requiring the undivided 
attention‘of the government. It needs peace 
abroad so that it may secure peace at home. 
It needs time in which to build a fleet, to 
double or treble the efficiency of the Trans- 
siberian road, and strengthen itself on the 
Pacific coast. 

The Japanese people looked upon the en- 
forced withdrawal of their country from 
Port Arthur as an injury, and on its snbse- 
quent occupation by Russia as an insult. 


| The recapture of the fortress has wiped out 


that insult. There is no longer a cry for 
“ revenge fromthe people, They are ready 
to make peace on fair terms, 

But Russia may wish to try one more 
throw of the dice before giving up the game. 
She may deem it expedient that Admiral 
Rojestvensky shall go ahead and try to wrest 
the mastery of the seas from Admiral Togo, 
Perhaps the stakes are worth the risk. A 
decisive Russian victory would make peace 
a necessity for Japan. Both Port Arthur 
and the Manchurian armies would be iso- 
lated. The fortress would be of no service 
to Japan, and her soldiers could not be pro- 
vided with supplies. 

If the Russian fleet should be defeated 
and the Japanese retain contro! of the seas 
Russia could keep on fighting in Manchuria, 
but to what purpose? She would be simply 
waging a costly, Indeterminate, exhausting 
war. She could not transport to Manchuria 
and maintain in the field troops enough to 
drive the Japanese into the sea. The Rus- 
sians may be strong enough when spring 
comes to force Oyama back from the Shakhe 
river, but they will not be strong enough to 
make him evacuate Port Arthur or New- 
chwang or any port he may see fit to protect 
by elaborate fortifications. The Japanese 
lines of communication will be open. Rein- 
forcements -and supplies can always reach 
them. They can be on the defensive at little 
cost, while the Russians are on the aggres- 
sive at heavy cost. 

If the German and French bankers who 


| have been financing Russian loans see that 


country committed to a wasteful and incon- 
clusive war they will withdraw their aid. If 
the war should drag along the heavily taxed 
peasants will become restless. Then the 
whole social fabric may tremble and totter. 
In that event the bureaucracy would cease 
thinking of Manchuria. It would have at its 
gates enemies more dangerous than the Jap- 
anese and would make peace with the latter 
at once. 

A decisive sea fight ought to be and proba- 
bly will be followed speedily by a cessation 
of hostilities, no matter which side wins. If 
Russia is defeated it may go hard with her 
to give up for a time her dreams of terri- 
torial expansion and open ports on the 
Pacific. But if she cannot expand in one 
quarter she may be able to do so in another. 
She will have to look elsewhere for the point 
of least resistance. She may find itin Persia 
‘sa get an unfrozen port on the Persian 
gulf. 

It would be unbusinesslike and most un- 
like Russia to spend men and money to get 
something which, for the time being at least, 
is clearly unattainable. If her last fleet is 
destroyed Corea and Manchuria will be be- 
yond her reach and she will see the wisdom 
of peace. 

THE GINNERS AND THE CENSUS BUREAU. 

When government reports have indicated 
a short crop and consequently a high price 
cotton grvWwers have spoken approvingly of 
the agencies which made estimates that 
were to their liking.

The 
director of the census bureau has written 
to Representative Burleson of Texas that 
a concerted refusal of the ginners to make 
reports will result in a suspension of re- 
ports by the government.

The 
grade of admiral of the fleet is the naval 
equivaient for the military rank of field mar- 
shal, and is the highest in the British service. 
Sir Bdward enjoys the distinction—rare for 
an English officer—of having had a naval 
foree of the United States under his com- 
mand. It wae at the time of the siege of the 
legations at Peking, when a gallant attempt 
was made to relieve them by a contingent 
made up of detachments of English, Ameri- 
can, German, and French sailors under the 


with such perfect tact and courtesy as to win 
the good will of every officer and man under 
his command, no matter what his nationality. 

He is one of the eight members of the Order 
of Merit founded by King Edward, an honor 
which he shares with Lord Roberis, Lord 
Wolseley—both of them field marshals—these 
three being indeed the only mijitary knights 
of the order, and who have the cross adorned 
with silver swords with gold hilts, placed 
saltirewise between the angles of the cross. 
But still more notable than this distinction 
is the medal which he wears on his right

Sir Edward is @ tall, thin, striking looking 
man, rather dark, with marked features and 
@ gray pointed beard. His portrait was ex- 
hibited at the Royal Academy a few days 
ago and called forth much comment owing 
to its looking so much like one of Van Dyke's 
cavaliers. He has a stately manner, devoid, 
however, of all pomposity, but ch&racter- 
ized by extreme courtesy. In one word, he 
is essentially a British naval officer of the 
old school. His father was one of the canons 
of Worcester, and he.comes of the same 
Limerick family of which his cousin, Ad- 
pow Bir Michael Culme Seymour, is the

Much on prevails with regard 
to Russian naval officers as a class, and al- 
together false impreSsions concerning them 
have been created by criticisms that have 
been published far and wide in connection 
with the unfortunate attack of Admiral 
Rojestvensky’s Baltic squadron on the Hull 
fishing fleet off the Dogger bank in the North 
sea. Taking the Russian naval officers as a 
class, they are men of superior birth, educa- 
tion, and breeding to the average officer of 
the Muscovite army. Indeed, complaint has 
been made by those who do not happen to be- 
long to the nobility by birth that the com- 
missioned ranks of the navy are virtually 
closed to all those who do not happen to be- 
long to the aristocracy, and that unless a 
young man happens to be either blue blooded 
or the son of a naval officer he has no chance 
whatsoever of obtaining a commission in the 
navy. ? 

The reason for this predilection of the 
nobility for nava) service is that as its ranks 
are less crowded the promotion is much more 
rapid, the opportunities of winning honors 
and decorations more numerous, and the life, 
with its constant changes of scene and of 
clime, less monotonous and more enjoyable 
than In the army. Then, too, the Russian 
naval officers by mingling with all sorts of 
nationalities in foreign ports acquire a 
knowledge of the world and a polish which 
the majority of the Russian army officers 
cannot be sald to possess. American naval 
men and others who have come into contact 
with the Russian naval officers cannot speak 
highly enough about them as charming com- 
panions, and it is no exaggeration to describe 


. them as being quite as much of a corps d’élite 


in the Russian service as the division of 
guards is in the Russian army. 

In England, too, the naval officers are re- 
cruited mostly from men of family, and the 
same may be said of France, where historic 
names of the old Breton nobility, and, in- 
deed, of the provincial aristocracy in gen- 
eral, are quite common among the officers. 
Formerly naval service was eschewed by 
the nobility in Germany, Austria, Italy, and 
Spain. But in Germany especially, thanks to 
the enthusiasm of the kaiser about maritime 
matters and his profound tnterest in every- 
thing pertaining to the na service afloat 
has become extremely popular with the mem- 
bers of the reigning houses and of the old 
aristocracy. 

Private secretaries in England are as a 
class exceptionally fortunate. The late Sir 
Richard Wallace’s private secretary, son of 
old Dr. Scott of Boulogne-sur-Mer, tnherited 
the greater part of his employer’s enormous 
fortune, amounting to.several millions of 
pounds sterling, as well as the estates that 

ormerly belonged to the marquisate of 

ertford, and subsequently obtained a 
baronetcy owing to the political influence 
which his money and territorial possessions 
enabled him to command, while according to 
the will of the late George Duff Assheton 
Smith his private secretary, William Lort, 
comes in for the snug little sum of a quarter 
of a million dollars. 

Probably few people outside England ever 
heard of George Duff Assheton Smith, and 
when he visited this country, some years 
ago, his presence excited no attention what- 
poever. Yet in the united kingdom he was a 


its commoners. His income was estimated 
at a couple of millions of dollars, the greater 
of it being derived from the great 
norwic slate quarries. His Vayno!l estate 
alone, of 34,000 acres, comprised a park,

His property has now passed to his brother, 
Charles Duff, younger son of the late R. Gar- 
den Duff of Wellington lodge, the isle of 
Wight, and who will, in accordance with the 
terms of the will, assume the name of Asshe- 
ton Smith. He is a clever caricaturist, and 
under the signature of “ Cloister ’’ has con- 
tributed many notable cartoons to London 
Vanity Fair, the most widely known of them 
in this country being undoubtedly that which 
represents Admiral Lord Charles Beresford 
as a Chinaman. His only son, Robin Duff, 
who will eventually inherit the entire prop- 
erty, married a couple of years ago Lady 
Juliet Lowther, only child of Lady de Grey 
by her first marriage with the late Lord 
Lonsdale, on which occasion he received from 
his uncle a check for half a million of dollars 
by way of a wedding gift. 

The late owner of Vaynol park came into 
possession of the property under the will of 
his mother’s uncle, Assheton Smith, whose 
name, famous on the English turf, he as-

Vaynol has been in the possession of the 
Assheton Smiths for centuries, and there are 
four families on the estate who have been in 
uninterrupted occupation of the same farms 
for 500 years, while no less than sixty-eight 
families have held the same farms for 250 
years. A large beneficiary under the will of 
the late George Duff Assheton Smith is his 
sister, the widowed Lady Vivian, mother of 
Queen Alexandra’s twin maids of honor. 
Lady Vivian’s youngest daughter, the Hon. 
Alexandra Vivian, comes in for a legacy of 
$500,000, while the Hon. Walter Vivian, who 
is a frequent visitor to this country and a 
brother of the late Lord Vivian, receives as 
executor a sum of no less than $400,000, which 
his many friends in America will doubtless 
be glad to learn.

HE lion and the royal Bengal tiger are 
the largest and most formidable mem- 
bers of the cat family, and men who 
have hunted both usually regard the 
tiger as being, contrary to the popular 
notion, the more ferocious and dangerous 
beast of the two.. There is not much differ- 
ence between their average sizes. Both. usu- 
ally weigh from 300 to 500 pounds and meas- 
ure from eight to ten feet from tip of nose 
to tip of tail, and both have massive musgu- 
lar development, the tiger being, perhaps, on 
the whole, the more powerful of the two. 
The tiger seen in zo¥logical gardens is usua)- 
ly a long, lithe animal, whose muscles, from 
lack of exercise, have grown flabby, but the 
tiger tin his native jungles is bulky, and his 
muscles stand out all over his body, showing 
the effects of his nightly pursuit of and strug- 
gies with his prey. 

Like the lion, the tiger seldom attacks men 
unless they first attack him. He usually 
tries to ave@id them, and if he accidentally 
meets a Man he commonly passes by without 
} paying any attention to him, or retreats into 
the forest. A little more than twenty years 
ago, near Bhundra, in the Jubbulpur district, 
there was a large, powerful tiger which had 
stolen 500 of the natives’ cattle, but which 
never had been known to molest man, wom- 
an, or child. Most tigers prowl about only 
at night. This one was so bold he went 
| about the neighborhood at dil times of the 
day and night, rob cattle peng whenever 
he wished. He often met men, and even 


women and children, alone. When this hap- 
pened he passed without any show of hostil- 
ity, although he was hunted by officers, civil- 
lans, and everybody else for fourteen years. 
The bold depredator was at last killed by the 
great hunter, Sir Samuel W. Baker. 


However, when the tiger is attacked by 
man he will usually turn and defend himself; 
and then he becomes one of the most danger- 
ous of all wild beasts. Hunting the tiger is 
regarded in India as the noblest, @ well as the 
most perilous, of sports. Ifa tiger is thought 
to be in the neighborhood a live bullock is 
put in the jungle as bait for him. The bul- 
lock had best not be tied by the neck, for 
the tiger might then suspect ea trap and re- 
fuse to attack him. He is usually tied by the 
leg. The bullock must also be in good flesh, 


| for uriless the tiger is extremely hungry he 
- will not killa skinny animal. Having killed 


the bullock and sated himseif, the tiger lies 
down somewhere not far from ittosleep. — 

Early next morning the. hunters go out on 
horses or elephants and “ beat up’ the jun- 
gie.. When his repose is broken, tue tiger fe- 
rociously assails man or any other animal, in- 
cluding even the lordly elephant. He attacks 
the elephant by leaping up and seizing the tp- 
per part of its trunk firmly with claws and 
teeth, The elephant is usually more than a 
match for him, in a fair fight, but if the tiger 
gets a good hold the pain he causes the ele- 
phant quickly brings the larger animal to its 
knees. If there is a good shot in the party 
he, about this time, takes a hand and ends
